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City Council Passes a "Guidance" Resolution 
for Negotiations with Horse-racing Developer

_ Attherequest ofits special counsel, 
the Romulus City Council has passed a 
resolution clarifying its position on land- 
use issues related to a horse-racing 
track that has been proposed by the 
Magna Entertainment Corporation. 

The facility — to be called Michigan 
Downs — would be located on a 212- 
acre plot bounded by Vining Road on the 
west, Smith Road on the north, and 
Wick Road on the south. The property 
was recently purchased by the devel- 
oper for about $28 million. 

MEC's Phase | building plan calls 
fora 145,000-square-foot entertainment 
pavilion, tracks for thoroughbred racing, 
and various related structures such as 
barns and grooms quarters, as well as 
an automotive research & development/ 
office building. 

A tentative Phase || would involve 
additional retail/mixed-use development 
at the site, but MEC is not willing to 
commit to a second phase until: 

e the first stage is completed, and 

¢« marketing studies indicate that fur- 
ther development would be finan- 
cially viable. 

MEC's refusal to make a firm com- 
mit to Phase II has sparked questions 
regarding the property's current zoning, 
which is RC (Regional Center) — a dis- 
trict designed to "promote large-scale 
commercial and office developments” 
which are "plannedto complementeach 
other." Included within the RC district's 
permitted uses are “lounges, theaters, 
and entertainment establishments" — 
but the City's planning consultant has 
determined that a race track, standing 
alone, is not consistent with the "scale 
and type of use" intended for "entertain- 
ment establishments." 

For this reason, special counsel 
Jerry Fischer, who has been negotiating 
with MEC on behalf of the City, asked 
the Council to pass a resolution giving 
him official "guidance" on what is andis 
not acceptable. 

The resolution eventually consid- 
ered by the Council stated (in part) the 
following: 

".. the PDA Agreement and Site 
Plan must include either a provision for 
at least some meaningful portion of a 
mixed-use component ... as part of the 
first phase of the project, along with a 


general plan for future mixed-use devel- 
opment ... or, the PDA Agreement and 
Site Plan shall clarify the circumstances 
under which the mixed-use component 
shallbe required as a future phase ofthe 
overall development (for example, a 
market analysis or other alternative). If 
the applicant is in disagreement with 
this Motion in terms of the uses permit- 
ted in the RC District, the applicant may 
file an application under the Zoning Or- 
dinance provision for resolving disputes 
involving unspecified uses.” 

Before calling for a vote, Council 
heard remarks from Timothy Stoker, an 
MEC spokesperson, andJim McAlpine, 
the company's president and CEO. 

Stoker urged City Council not to 
pass the resolution. 

"It is our position,” he stated, “that 
[the resolutions] are not necessary.” 

Stoker went on to explain MEC's 
belief thatthe Phase! proposal (consist- 
ing of a horseracing facility, entertain- 
ment pavilion, and R&D office) fits the 
City's current RC zoning concept with 
regard to both "mixed use" and “enter- 
tainment" without the need for Phase Il. 
He reminded Council that people attend 
racing events forthe primary purpose of 
being entertained, and also pointed out 
that the proposed pavilion would offer a 
variety of year-round amusements such 
as dining, concerts, and shows. 

Further, as a demonstration of 
MEC's good faith, Stoker said that the 
company would forfeit a $1.25-million 
security bond to the City if MEC failed to 
develop a Phase I! within 10 years. 

After additional discussion, which 
included Fischer's official recommen- 
dation that a clarifying resolution be 
adopted to protect the City's interests, 
the Council voted to accept the pro- 
posed resolution by a vote of 4—2, with 
Councilpersons Bill Wadsworth, LeRoy 
Burcroff, Bill Crova, and Michael Prybyla 
in favor, and Councilpersons Charles 
Miller and Debbie Romak opposed. 
(Council chairman Randy Gear was not 
present for the vote.) 

Afterward, Councilman Wadsworth 
made it a point to assure residents that 
the Council's approval of the "guidance" 
resolution was not an approval of the 
project itself. 

"IN no way, shape, or form am | 
voting on this to give approval to build

this track, because obviously the people, 
on the second of December, will speak,” 
he explained. "As far as I'm concerned, 
[the election regarding casino gambling 
and horse-racing] could make this reso- 
lution null and void. 

"This is not approval of anything,” 
he continued. “It's a recommendation 
from our attorney that, in the long run, 
[will allow us to protect] our interests and 
the people of the City of Romulus. 

Councilman Burcroff concurred. 

"December 2 is our special election. 
We're not voting on an issue; we're not 
giving approval of a racetrack. Our spe- 
cial counsel, Mr. Fischer, gives his legal 
opinion and asks us for direction. And 
that's what he's looking for in this ... 
motion." 

Annual Auction Nets Cash for City 

During the October 27 Council meet- 
ing, City Treasurer Pamela Morrison- 
Kersey reported that the City's annual 
auction — held on Saturday, October 25 
— netted $49,893. The amount, said 
Morrison-Kersey, was an increase of 
about $3,000 over last year’s totals.

According to Webster's Dictionary, 
the word educate means to instruct; 
INFORM. 

An attorney from the American Civil 
Liberties Union, Lida Rodriguez, once 
stated on CNN (national television), "We 
must educate the public." (The issue 
was living wills.) The term she preferred 
to use was "educate," not "inform," which 
is a preference of the same meaning. 
You would think that an American Civil 
Liberties Union attorney would know the 
appropriate term. 
To Mr. Todd Hauter: 

| offer a sincere public apology if my 
use of the word “educate” (a prefer- 
ence) rather than "inform" insulted your 
intelligence; that was not my intention. 
All elected officials have a responsibility 
to educate/inform the public on matters 
or issues that affect the community and 
its citizens. This includes future devel- 
opment, to be voted on by the people on 
December 2, 2003. Again, | am sorry 
that you don'tagree with my wordchoice. 

Regarding your remarks about the 
Airport Authority reducing Romulus's 
share of revenue by $600,000 a year: 
House Bill 4454/Public Act 680 of 2002 
—notthe Airport Authority —governs the 
distribution of airport parking tax rev- 
enues. The enactment of HB 4454 called 
for the annual distribution of such rev- 
enues in the following manner: $6 mil- 
lion to the State Aeronautics Fund; $1.5 
million to the City of Romulus; and the 
remainder (in this case, $7.8 million of 
the total $15.3 million levied) to Wayne 
County. Information regarding a reduc- 
tion to airport parking tax revenues has 
not been disseminated to the Romulus 
City Council as of yet. How does a 
resident know of a $600,000 reduction 
in airport parking tax revenues before 
the City Council does? You must have a 
good source. 

| would also like to note that, in 
reviewing the bill, the schools have never 
received any of the revenue pertaining 
to the parking, so | hardly think that a 
reduction will throw them into a tailspin. 
Butif, in fact, parking revenues are down 
so low that the projected revenues are 
not available, then perhaps it could cause 
some financial difficulties for the City. 

As for your question, "Do you want 
to be ‘educated’ or 'informed'?" ... As an 
elected official, | must be educated/ 
informed on all issues or matters that 


come before me. It gives me the ability to 
better serve the residents and the com- 
munity, but — most importantly — it as- 
sists me in making good decisions. 

Thank you for your perspective on 
my political agenda. | believe that | have 
always demonstrated a willingness and 
desire to serve, to the best of my ability, 
the community in which | live. | will 
confirm that | never close any political 
doors, including the up-and-coming 2005 
election — which, by the way, is still two 
years away.

Five Points, Not Four 


(Editor's note: The following letter to 
Romulus City Planner Cynthia Lyon, 
AICFP is reprinted here at the request of 
its author.) 

After watching the Planning Com- 
mission meeting last night on cable tele- 
vision, | wish to respond to one of the 
Suggested plans for the area known as 
Five Points. One option presented was 
to close Ozga Road and have Four 
Points. 


The original Village of Romulus was 
platted and recorded in 1836 and was 
known as Pullen's Corners, aname our 
City retained until the Civil War. The 
Pullen family first settled at Five Points 
and were instrumental in the develop- 
ment of the village. 

The first school house, the present 
Historical Museum, was first located on 
Huron River Drive, just south of Five 
Points, in 1839. 

In 1852, Samuel R. Kingsley oper- 
ated the first general store at Ozga 
Road and Huron River Drive West. He 


‘was postmaster of Pullen Corners. The 


Kingsley House has been moved to the 
Historical Park to preserve its history. 

The Romulus Union Church Society 
built their church on the corner of Ozga 
and Goddard in 1854. This historic 
church is now the Wesleyan Methodist 
Church. Legend has it that this church 
was a stop-off destination for slaves 
attempting to make their way to Canada 
during the Civil War. 

The Holly, Wayne, and Monroe Rail- 
road built its first depot on Grant Road, 
a half mile east of Five Points, in 1870.

“Trash” Letter Hopes To Avoid 


"Discharge Fight" in rouse 


State Representative Hoon-Yung 
Hopgood (D—Taylor) has joinedhis fellow 
party members —including House Demo- 
cratic Leader Dianne Byrum (D—Onon- 
daga) — in pushing to get two trash- 
related bills out of committee and onto 
the House Floor. 

The Democrats have written a letter 
to Speaker of the House Rick Johnson 
(R—LeRoy) urging him to directthe Land 
Use and Environment Committee to 
schedule a hearing on House Bills 4098 
and 4099, legislation that would curb the 
importation of out-of-state and Cana- 
dian trash. If no hearing is scheduled, 
the letter stated, the House Democratic 
Caucus will have no choice but to pur- 
sue a "discharge motion" to bring the 
bills to the House Floor for a vote. 

"Since these bills were introduced 
in January of this year, more than 2.7 
million tons of out-of-state and Cana- 
dian trash has been dumped in our 
communities," Hopgood said. "Items like 
car batteries, sewage sludge, asbestos, 
radioactive waste, and even illegal drugs 
are crossing our borders in the back of 
out-of-state trucks every day. 

"Our citizens are tired of being a 
dumping ground. It's time this legisla- 
ture stood up against the trash lobby, 
and for the people of Michigan."

School Board Honors Vidovic 


Diane Vidovic is resigning after "twelve wonderful and rewarding years” 
at the Romulus Adolescent Health Center. 





During its regular meeting of Octo- 
ber 27, the Romulus Community Schools 
Board of Education honored Diane Vido- 
vic, program director for the Romulus 
Adolescent Health Center, for her out- 
standing work with the community's 
youths. 

Vidovic — who recently submitted a 
letter of resignation to the health center's 
administrator, the Oakwood Healthcare 
System — said that, although she has 
enjoyed “twelve wonderful and reward- 
ing years" at the center, she has de- 
cided to "take some time to reconstitute 
before pursuing a new course.” 

The Board's resolution of commen- 
dation praised Vidovic for her strong 
advocacy for teen health services, as 
well as for her sincere and dedicated 
service as a social worker, mental health 
counselor, and health center director. 

The resolution also commended 
Vidovic for her extraordinary efforts to 


keep the health center open during the 
2001 state budget cuts. 

During that difficult time, she hosted 
joint school/city "teen health" forums 
and sought help from the Romulus City 
Council, the Mayor's Drug Task Force, 
and the Romulus Community Schools. 
Additionally, Vidovic hosted local meet- 
ings with Senator Loren Bennett and 
then-Representative Raymond Basham, 
organized Romulus High School stu- 
dents fora rally onthe Capitol steps, and 
attended Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee meetings. 

Vidovic was also cited for her class- 
room presentations on subjects such as 
loss and grief, teen depression, and 
healthy life-styles. 

"Diane Vidovic made major contri- 
butions to the children of Romulus," said 
district spokesperson Dick Kruse. "She 
will be missed by the entire Romulus 
educational community.” 4

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Cory Elementary Initiates New ‘Reading at Home" Program 


Phyllis Adkins, principal of Cory Ele- 
mentary School, is asking parents and 
other caregivers to read with their chil- 
dren for 15 to 30 minutes each evening 
as part of a new "Reading at Home” 
program. 

"We know how important readingis, 
and we need to do everything possible 
to increase student reading time," she 
noted. 

Adkins said that the new program 
offers parents a number of tips for suc- 
cessfully encouraging reading athome. 
One such tip: Read aloud from the first 
few pages of anew book until the child 
becomes intrigued by the story, then 
leave it out within easy reach so that he/ 
she can pick it up and continue on his/ 
her own. 

But perhaps the best tip for acquir- 
inganewreading habitis to break an old 
habit at the same time. 

"Turn off the TV," Adkins urged. “Use 
thattime to take turns reading aloud with 
your child, and introduce as many new 
books as possible." 

Of course, children will also con- 
tinue to reinforce their reading skills at 
school. Students will be starting each 
day with a 15-minute silent-reading pe- 


riod, followed by a 30-minute study ses- 
sion on reading comprehension strate- 
gies.A "questreaders" segment—kicked 
off by Board of Education vice-president 
Cheryle Buckley and trustee Kenneth 
Mientkiewicz —will be another feature of 
the program. Contests such as Adkins's 
"4,000-page Summer Vacation Read- 
ing Challenge" also add to the fun. 

According to Adkins, Cory has been 
chosen from among 800 schools nation- 
wide to receive $1,500 worth of special- 
ized hardcover reading books for the 
"Reading at Home" project. Another 
$9,000 in children's books is being do- 
nated by the Coca-Cola Company, and 
Burger King of Romulus is getting in- 
volved by collecting books for Cory's 
Book Exchange program. 

Still other corporations are doing 
their part by offering incentives to young 
readers. Drawings will be held for re- 
wards such as shopping trips to Borders 
with the principal (three $100 prizes), 
online shopping at Borders (twelve $25 
prizes), and tickets to Six Flags amuse- 
ment parks. 

Additional incentives will include 
school assemblies recognizing out- 
standing young readers.

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A mentoring partnership between 
the Romulus Community Schools and 
Western Michigan University is already 
showing outstanding results. The pro- 
gram, funded bya$112,000 grant, isthe 
second cooperative educational ar- 
rangement between the school district 
andWMU.

Thenew mentoring program is under 
the direction of Dr. Cynthia Halderson 
and Dr. Mark Jennes, both professors at 
Western.

“The State of Michigan requires that 
new teachers receive mentoring help for 
the first three years of their educational 
Careers, explained district spokesper- 
son Dick Kruse.

mentoring meeting, Jennes noted, "The 
role of the mentor teacher is very impor- 
tant because, at the national level, one- 
third of beginning teachers leave the 
field after three years, and half leave by 
the fifth." 

He added, “The mentor—mentee 
relationship should be like a teacher in- 
service workshop, where strengths/ 
weaknesses and possible improvements 
are continuously discussed." 

Halderson then described a sys- 
tematic way for new teachers to take 
inventory of their teaching skills by not- 
ing student responses to their lessons. 
She also suggested that new teachers 
then discuss their results with their re- 
spective mentor teachers. 

Altogether, about 40 Romulus teach- 
ers serve as mentors for the program. 


Western Michigan University will survey 


both the mentors and their mentees, 
then use their observations to improve 
the mentor-mentee relationship and re- 
fine the teacher education program at 
WMU.
